7* Several Casgrt^liex General Decisions thought to be in 
foiat haw been called to our attention. Bone of these decisions 
la controlling in this case. They are as follows:

{*) 26 Caqp. Gan. 864 - This case involved the question 
of travel of dependents suhseqpent to the completion 
of hooe laawe travel and return to a new post by a 
Service employee. The factual situation Is 
sueh that a decision based it could not control 
this aase. In any cose, it wae decided under the tense 
of the Foreign Service Act of 1931, which Is no longer 
In force. 

(b) 23 Camp. Gen. 160 - This Decision is based upon the 
A dslni gtratlve LSpenae Act of 1946 (P.L. 600, 79th 
Cong.) idrLch is not controlling in the case of travel 
<■ of employees of this Agency assigned to permanent-duty 
stations outside the continental United States, its 
territories and possessions. However, i\i* interesting 
to note that even under the Administrative E^ng g Act, 
the Comptroller General would allow reistoursenent for 
tha cost of advance travel of dependents after the 
es^oyoe had actually traveled. The Ccnptroller General 
did not decide upon the question of extra costa incurred 
t hr ough advance travel. 

<») 3i Cc®$. Gen. 134 - There is no indication in the decision 
*» to whether the employee cooeemed here was traveling 
under the authority of the Administrative Expense Act cr 
the Foreign Service Act, or ease other lew. In any case, 
this decision does not involve advance travel. The cats- 
trojli&g .factor in the caae was the fact that there was 
no Shewing that the lowest first class nn« 

would not have been obtained if an application had been 
*»£* for than shortly after the esployee r s travel authori- 
sation was issued. The dependent here not only traveled 
Km souths after the employee had traveled, but failed 
to uply for accc— odatlons until shortly before she 
actually traveled and scan time after the travel authori- 
sation was issued.
